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NON-FINAL REJECTION 

The rejections over Monohar et al. (US Pat. 5,963,053), Fernander et al. (US Pat. 
5,448,200) and Harris et al. (US Pat. 5,475,323) are withdrawn in view of the amendments to the 
claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 



Claim Rejections - 35 U.S. C. §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-2, 4-5, 16-20 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being anticpated by 
Danstron (US Pat. 5,801,553) in view Volk (US Pat. 5,999,020). 
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Figure 3 of Danstrom discloses a circuit comprising a difrential trasnsistor (76, 80), a 
current mirror (82, 84), a constant current source (60) and a current regulator 962, 64) but does 
not disclose that the transistors are the FETs. Figure 2 of Volk tecahes a circuit compriisng FETs 
for reducing the power consumption. It would have been obviuos to aperson havnh skill in the art 
at the time the invnetion was made to employ the FETs in the circuit of Danstron for th epurpose 
of reducing the power consumption. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-15 are allowable. 

The claims are allowable because the prior art references doe snot disclose a plurality of 
complementary signal generating circuits and processing circuits, a seventh transistor, an eight 
transistor, and a second inverter.
